G.S.R. 297(E).—Whereas certain draft rules further to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules were 
published as required by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Prevention ofFood Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954), in 
the notification of Government of India, in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Department of Health), number 
G.SR. 464(E), dated the 17 th May, 2000 in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), dated the 
17th May, 2000 inviting objections and suggestions from the persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry of 
a period of sixty days from the date on which copies of the Gazette of India in which the said notification was published, 
were made available to the public; 

And whereas, the copies of the said Gazette of India were made available to the public on the 19th May, 2000; 

And whereas, the objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been con¬ 
sidered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 23 of the said Apt, the Central Government, after 
consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Prevention ofFood Adulteration Rules, 1955, namely :— 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (5th Amendment) Rules, 2001. 

(2) These shall come into force after six months from the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 
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2 In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, in Appendix ‘B\ after item A.18.12, the following shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“A. 18.12.01— MALT BASED FOODS (MALT FOOD) means the product obtained by mixing malt (wort or 
flour or malt extract) of any kind obtained by controlled germination of seeds (cereals and/or grain legumes), 
involving mainly steeping germination and kiln drying processes with other cereal and legume flour with or 
without whole milk or milk powder, flavouring agents, spices, emulsifying agents, eggs, egg powder, protein 
isolates, protein hydrolysates, edible common salt, liquid glucose, sodium or potassium bicarbonate miner¬ 
als, amino acids and vitamins. It may contain added sugar and/or cocoa powder and processed in such a 
manner to secure partial or complete hydrolysis of starchy material in the from of powder or granules or 
flakes by drying or by dry mixing of the ingredients. The grains, legumes and their products used in prepa¬ 
ration of malt shall be sound uninfested and free from insect fragments, rat excreta, fungal infested grains or 
any other type of insect or fungal damage. 

It shall also conform to the following standards, namely :— 


(a) 

Moisture 

—Note more than 5 per cent, by weight 

(b) 

Total Protein (N * 6.25) (on dry basis) 

—Not less than 7 0 per cent, by weight 

(c) 

Total ash (on dry basis) 

—Not more than 5 per cent, by weight 

(d) 

Acid insoluble ash (in dilute HC1) 

—Not more than 0.1 per cent, by weight 

(e) 

Total plate count 

—Not more than 50,000 per gram. 

0) 

Coliform count 

—Not more than 10 per gram 

(g) 

Yeast and Mould Count 

—Not more than 100 per gram. 

(h) 

E.Coli 

—Absent in 10 gram 

(i) 

Salmonella and Shingella 

—Absent in 25 gram 

(i) 

Alcoholic Acidity (expressed as H 2 SO^) 
with 90 per cent alcohol 
(on dry weight basis) 

—Not more than 0.30 per cent.
